ag ree in the foothills of the Snowy 
mountains near Lewistown, where spring 
water, heavy stands of native grass, and 
natural shelter are plentiful, this ranch, 
through its manager, W. S. Acton, has kept 
abreast of the times in live stock breeding 
by producing an animal that meets require- 
ments in the pure bred herd or will go on 
a grade herd and produce cattle in demand 
on the markets. ' 

The nucleus of this herd was founded for 
another state eighteen years ago and com- 
mon circumstances replanted the animals in 
Montana in 1920. While this small group 
of registered animals may have lacked 
some of the excellence of beef character de- 
manded today, uniformity of type and char- 
acter, now evident in the herd, was largely 
brought about by the demands of discrim- 
inating buyers. This meant severe culling 
and many a good animal was sacrificed to 
build this herd up to the desired standard. 

By judicious selection of bulls from time 
to time, and without too much regard for 
cost, the foundation herd was developed un- 
ti] at the present there are nearly 200 head 
of outstanding females on the ranch. 

Outcrossing Followed. 

A remarkable showing of low, deep ani- 
mals resulted from the introduction of 
Blackcap Revolution breeding in the herd. 
This bull, a son of Earl Marshall who, dur- 
ing his life, sired six International grand 
champions, himself sired numerous cham- 
pions and proof of his ability to produce 
outstanding sons and daughters is clearly 
demonstrated at the Airyland ranch. Since 
the introduction of Blackeap Revolution 
breeding, out-crossing is accomplished 
through sons of cows which are entirely un- 
related to this herd but sired by the best 


descendants of Blackcap Revolution. 

This practice of breeding has been brok- 
en once. In 1929 there arose a strain in 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed known as Juana 
Kricas, of which there were only twenty- 
five cows in all of Scotland and perhaps 
eight in America. The whole pedigree of 
the Juana Erica family is a combination of 
grand champions right from the original 
cow, Juana Erica, Mr. Acton said. This 
cow, herself, was grand champion of Scot- 
land, England and Ireland in the same 
year, a record never before made by any 
cow of the breed. 

An injection of the Juana Erica line of 
breeding was introduced into the herd 
through the Bandolier Blackcap tribe of 
which there were none in the Airyland 
herd. Thus an entirely new line of out- 
breeding was made through the bull, Black- 
cap Eltoro, with interesting and satisfact- 
ory results. His influence resulted in estab- 
lishing herd character and distinction in 
the ensuing generations. 

The Airyland stock ranch comprises ap- 
proximately 4,000 acres of deeded land 
which is divided into ten pastures and sev- 
en field areas. Each pasture provides wat- 
er for the stock by mountain creek or by 
springs. Shade and shelter is found in the 
natural pine glades. 

Breeding Methods. 

During the grazing months from May to 
October the breeding operations are carried 
out in as simple a manner as is possible. 
Each pasture is stocked with a string of 
approximately thirty cows, selected accord- 
ing to breeding, individuality and produc- 
tion record, and are mated with a bull 
carrying the bloodlines and _ individuality 
which are known to “nick” correctly to 
bring out the best traits possible in the 
offspring. 

Every cow on the ranch wears a neck 
chain with a brass tag attached and bear- 
ing a number thereon which identifies her 
from every other cow on the ranch. The 
neck chain number of a cow is also the 


page number of her breeding and produc- 
tion record in the herd book which is of the 
“loose leaf” type. Here is recorded all that 
is known about her. Several times during 
her life every cow undergoes an individual 
examination for the points of her character 
and these are compared with the perfect 
type. 

Even her disposition is carefully tested 
by putting her in a lot by herself where 
observation is made. More than one cow 
has been sent to the butcher from this herd 
which fails to demonstrate the desired dis- 
position under this test. Even the bulls in 
service must meet a very rigid requirement 
regarding disposition. 

At calving time, a pasture rider makes 
all the pastures each day. Each new born 
calf is promptly ear tagged and notes are 
made regarding date of birth, sex, special 
markings, number of dam, ete. An unusual 
record is also made regarding the individ- 
ual character of the calf: “E” (excellent); 
“G” (good); “F” (fair); with intermediate 
grading marks of “E-plus”; “E-minus”; 
“G-plus”; “G-minus”; “F-plus”; “F-minus.” 
At one year of age and two years of age 
this scoring is repeated and careful records 
are kept of all scorings. An analysis of 
these records which have been kept for 
years would constitute a story by itself. 

The field areas, where grain and hay are 
raised for feeding during the severe weath- 
er of winter, embrace land which is cut up 
by creeks, rough land and land more favor- 
able for cultivation. In these areas 350 
acres of oats and barley are planted an- 
nually. Also, 245 acres of alfalfa and 90 
acres of timothy are included as hay crops. 
Much of this farm land is subject to irriga- 
tion and efforts are being made to develop 
this important phase of the business. 

After the crops have been harvested and 
the haystacks fenced, the cattle are gather- 
ed from the summer pastures and turned 
into these fields. The herd is divided into 
groups of “wet” cows, two-year-old heifers, 
and yearling heifers. In [Turn to page 18

J. Garrett Tolan has again proven that it 
pays to grow good cattle and to present 
them in good condition whenever the public 
is invited to have a hand in the valuating. 
A fine crowd assembled at the fair grounds 
sale pavilion on Thursday, May 14th, at 
Springfield, Illinois, to take part in divid- 
ing the wonderfully bred things that Mr. 
Tolan had so well prepared for the auction 
and so well advertised through the show 
ring activities of his cattle and through 
judicious use of the press. This is but an- 
other testimonial to the fact that one needs 
to tell the world if he wishes the world to 
sit in on his secrets. 


Fifty-three lots were sold in addition to 
a few young things that went into club 
work. The splendid general average of 
$234.16 is indeed an indication of the im- 
mediate return to better going for the pure 
bred breeding business. Folks were there 
from every section of the United States and 
from Canada, even Australia was repre- 
sented in the bidding line.

Selection was made by Captain Grant after 
he had travelled widely, and inspected a 
large number of the best Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls he could see.

these field areas these groups are kept 
from October to May and are fed according 
te the requirements of age, weather, ete. 
No sheds or barns are provided except for 
weaning calves. 

Handling the Calves. 

The calves are weaned at from six to 
seven months of age. They are kept at 
home in corrals divided according to sex 
and have the run of open sheds. The bull 
calves are fed ground oats and hay. The 
heifer calves are fed hay only. As yeal- 
lings, the heifers are run in an exclusive 
pasture and are not bred until they are two 
years old. The bulls spend their second 
summer in pasture with supplemental feed- 
ing of grain in bunks. 

The “sale bulls,” coming two years old, 
are wintered in a well fenced area through 
which runs a heavily brushed creek. 0 
shed is provided. They are bunk-fed gram 
and fed hay on the ground. ‘This treat- 
ment does not materially fleshen the aml 
mals but does keep them in thrifty, grow 
ing condition.
